Chicken rampage exacts revenge: See Pages 3, 19, 26 - 28

Diana, Princess of Wales, was 
kidnapped early this morning from 
the penthouse suite of Hotel La Italia 
in Rome, Italy. 

As of noon today, no individual or 
group has yet claimed responsibility 
for the abduction. The Princess’ whe- 
reabouts are unknown and her safety 
ig in question. 

It is rumoured that Libya’s 
Moammar Khadafy may be involved 
in the kidnapping. 

“He seemed to take a special inter- 
est in the Princess when they met in 
the Bahamas last year,” said a close 
friend of the Royal family who asked 
to remain anonymous for security 
reasons.

However, he also expressed his 
concern over the irresponsible act of 
the people who abducted the Princess.

TV personality Erie Coombs, 
who was known to children as Mr. 
Dressup on the long-running CBC 
show, was arrested yesterday on 
charges of child abuse and man-

slaughter. 

Coombs gave himself up after a 
six-month investigation into the death 
of “Casey”. The hand puppet was 
found dead of exposure in a treehouse 
in Coombs’ backyard. 

Investigators said Casey had been 
dead at least a week when his half- 
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frozen, dog-eared corpse was found 
by neighbours. 

“Tt was gross,” said Captain Kan- 
garoo, who lives down the street. “It 
was half-eaten by that stupid mutt, 
Finegan.” 

The half-starved, half-crazed dog 
puppet was put down by the SPCA. 
“They didn’t call it Finegan’s wake 
for nothing,” said an SPCA official 
who wished not to be identified. 

The relationship between Casey 
and Mr. Dressup was never explained, 
although it had been rumoured that 
Coombs abducted the puppet at a 
shopping mall in Don Mills, Ontario. 
Coombs’ long-time friend and

interview Monday that he believes 
Coombs is innocent. 

“J just can’t believe this,” said Rog- 
ers. “He loved little boys.” 

When reached at his suburban cas- 
tle for comment, the Friendly Giant 
cranked up his drawbridge and-told 
reporters to “Fuck off”. 

A resident of Coombs’ neighbour- 
hood, Aunt Bird, last week announced 
she will set up a fund in Casey’s name. 

Bird, a prominent West Edmon- 
ton Mall socialite, said the fund will 
benefit abused puppets everywhere.

The star of Post Corporation’s Sugar Crisp commercials was arrested yesterday in Miami

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Rupert Sugar Bear, of no fixed address, was arrested at a beachfront phone booth. Witnesses say 
that after placing his call, Sugar Bear attempted to flee to his car parked nearby. 


Two plainclothes officers then screamed, “Miami 
Vice, freeze.” Sugar Bear failed to respond and was 
forcibly subdued. An eyewitness re- 
marked, “Them two cops man, were they cool. I 
never seen two guys dressed that well. The white guy, 
he just stood around smoking and adjusting his shades 
afterwards. The dark guy read the bear his rights in 
some Jamaican sounding voice and then said, ‘I’m so 
great I can’t stand it’.” 

Sugar Bear became famous in the eet 70’s as the gentle 
unassuming hero of the Sugar Crisp commercials. Au- 
CRE ash ONT 1 baat Clase cael aa Weave uh eoe 
enthralled by Sugar Bear's ability to solve all manner of 
domestic crises by dispensing Sugar Crisp to the opposing 
sides. Sugar Bear’s career was on the upswing in recent 
months. 

Sugar Bear, speaking from his padded cell in the Dade 
County jail, remarked, “This is f-king bulls—t, ’'ve been 
framed.
